FOUNDERS QUESTIO 

“But the people of the United 
States appear now to have entered 
upon a period of re-examination 
of their government. The wisdom 
of the founders of the republic is 
disputed and political ideas repu- 
diated by them aré urged for our 
approval. 

“One of the outstanding facts 
and chief virtues of the Federal 
Constitution was that it provided 
for a strictly representative oer 
ernment and it stipulated a guar- 


anty of a representative govern- 
ment for each of the sovereign 
States. 


“For 136 years Americans have 
lived. not under the grip of au- 
tecracy, whose power is derived 
through heredity, nor under the 
turbulent rule of an absolute de- 
mocracy, in which the people act 
directly, but under the sane hand 
of a republic, whose governmental 
functions have rested Jn the con- 
trol of regularly selected repre- 
sentatives with power to act and 
assume responsibility. 

“There are some now who 
would have us drift from our her- 
itage of representative govern- 
ment toward direct action. It is 
true that there have been incom- 
petent and unfaithful ‘representa- 
tives. There will be such again, 
for no institution can be perfectly 
administered by man. But the 
remedy lies not in the substitution 
of direct action, but In a more 
careful exercise of the law of se- 


the Constitution. 

MUST LIMIT POWER 
“TH® best results in the opera- 
tion of a government such as our 
where evé?y citizen has a share 
depend largely upon a proper limi- 
tateéon of the powers of both the 
people and those who represent 
them. Today every branch of the 
government is in the hands of rep- 
resentative men. But this is still 
the government of all the people, 
and it should be none the less the 
object of their affectionate solici- 
tude. 

“The animosities of political 
strife. the bitterness of 

defeat and the exhultatiop of 
partisan triumph should be sup- 
planted by an wungrudging ac- 
quiescence to the popular will and 
a sober conscientious concern for 
the general good. 

“We must remem that we de- 
rive the greatest from our 
Constitution only when we obey 
implicitly each of its provisions. It 
ie as equally wrong to disobey 
maliciously or unthinkingly any 
part ; of ite plan for the general 
good, as it is to totally disregard 
the whole document.

“To us much has been given. 
From us much will be expected. 
We have duties to others. We 
have Guties to ourselves, and we 
can shirk neither. We have be- 
come a great nation; forced by 
the fact of its greatness ‘into rela- 
tions with the other nations of the 
world; and we must act as beseems 
a people with such responsibilities. 
“Let us remember the clause: 
"We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, ia- 
sure domestic t quillity, provide 
for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, do ordain and 
establish this Constitution of the 
United States of America.’
